Expeditious pertinent information will be submitted 
in teletype or airtel form. There has been no recent 
"“pertinent information concerning the Invaders which it 
has been felt should be submitted in this form. 

With regard to literature published by the 
Invaders by the Invaders due to definite confusion in its 
ranks there has been no literature published in approxi- 
mately two months. The Memphis Office has alerted all 
sources and informants to immediately furnish any informa- 
tion published by the Invaders in order that copies thereof 
can b© promptly submitted to the Bureau. 

With regard to key officers, this office has 
submitted reports concerning most of them recommending 
them for Security Index and Agitator Index and is in the 
process of writing reports concerning the other officers.
